5. OLD BUSINESS
A. Motion, Discussion, and Action Regarding Board Meeting Schedule

Chief Tharp explained that the Board made a tentative motion last month to hold quarterly
meetings based upon the approval of the County Treasurer allowing fund transfers. He met with
members of the County, and it was determined that the Board needs to approve an annual
resolution stating the budgeted amount that can automatically be transferred to CAFMA. Chief
Tharp noted that if there is revenue greater than what was budgeted, the Board will have to
provide a separate motion for that amount.

Fire District (CYFD) Board and be considered for a motion next month.

The Board suggested meeting the last month of each quarter along with the April budget
workshop and in May for approval of the tentative budget.
This item was tabled to allow for the CYFD Board to discuss.
